Dam Brook/Hollytrees Stream - although the 
works to the banks were delayed due to the presence of 
the water voles, which of course are protected, we are 
pleased to report that we can now go ahead with the 
planned programme of works during March and April. 

The Autumn/Winter programme of tree and green 
works has been completed on schedule and on budget. 

Grasscutting is scheduled to commence from 
around 18 March 2019. We hope the weather holds so 
that after the first couple of cuts all our green spaces are 
looking neat and tidy for everyone to enjoy. 

The Ranger service has completed works on 
widening and clearing vegetation around footpaths in the 
Acorn Avenue and Foxhollow areas of the village. 

Several residents have recently commented on the 
poor state of the land and trees opposite the PC office. 
This is private land owned by Tesco and as such we have 
no control of the up-keep of this area.

- COUNTY COUNCILLOR'S REPORT - 

In May 2018 at a meeting of full Council the decision was 
taken to move the council's headquarters from the six acre 
site at Shire Hall to a smaller, more flexible, purpose-built 
building at Alconbury Weald. It is planned that this will be a 
two storey building which is 'bright, efficient and flexible' 
and will incorporate a private wing for staff accommodating 
350 desks, and a public reception area with informal 
meeting space. Council and committee meetings will take 
place in a multi-use 90 seater space which can be sub¬ 
divided into three rooms with the potential for community 
use.

Locally a re-procurement process has been going on for the 
Maple Surgery. By the time you are reading this I believe a 
letter will have been delivered to all homes where there is at 
least one patient, advising what the outcome is. If you are a 
Maple Surgery patient and you have NOT received a letter, 
please either contact the surgery or let me know. 

The number of applications for secondary school places in 
Cambridgeshire continues to rise. A total of 6,691 were 
received by the deadline of 31 October 2018. More than 
5,990 [85.5%] were offered a place at their first preference 
school. This significant increase in applications is expected to 
continue and the county council is planning for this by 
working with existing schools to increase capacity and 
through planning for new secondary schools in the areas 
where demand is greatest. Planned investment for this is 
£200m between 2019 and 2024.

I asked a representative from each class to 
share their thoughts and the children shared a wide range of 
areas-trips, friends, writing, music, physical activities, sci¬ 
ence, mathematics and much more. I value the diversity of 
our children's interests and the way they challenge them¬ 
selves. Our values underpin our school community and are 
key to our children's success. 

We always appreciate the support that we receive from the 
local community to support our provision of a broad curricu¬ 
lum. As part of our science curriculum we received 
the support of 'Cambridge Launch Pad' whose aim is to in¬ 
spire young people to participate in STEM (Science, technolo¬ 
gy, engineering and mathematics). Our children from years 
four and five enjoyed participating in an interactive project 
day. Visitors from Cambridge Regional College worked with 
our Reception children. The children had a great day extend¬ 
ing their learning about 'people who help us'. 

The annual Primary Adapted Multi Sport Competition took 
place with children from across the Cambridge & South Cam¬ 
bridge School Sports Partnerships taking part. The children 
competing in pairs and they rotated around different sports 
including Table Cricket and New Age Kurling. The event was 
very much about the children having an enjoyable experience 
and trying out some new sports, with an element of competi¬ 
tion added in. A record number of 94 children with additional 
needs, which could be physical, learning, sensory, or a combi¬ 
nation of these took part in the event. The final positions 
were extremely close, and we were proud that Bar Hill came 
first. 

Bar Hill has always had strong International links and we have 
recently welcomed two visitors from Sweden who were in¬ 
terested in the early intervention activities that we provide 
at Bar Hill and the way we engage children in learning. 

Our whole school focus this year has been writing and I have 
been particularly impressed with the progress of the Infant 
children who are clearly developing a love of writing. The 
children in Key Stage Two all enjoyed listening to the author, 
Inbali Iserles, about her experiences of writing.

How to keep your bike safe: 

Bicycles can be some of the easiest vehicles for /&, 

thieves and vandals to target. Protect yourself 

from becoming a victim by following some simple 

steps: 

o Get a good bike lock. 

• Lock your bike to something secure, even if only for a few 
minutes and avoid isolated places - leave your bike where a 
potential thief can be seen. 

• Lock up removable parts (e.g. wheels) and take light fittings 
with you. 

• Have your bike's frame security-marked or engraved. 

• Take a clear colour photograph of your bike and make a 
written record of its description, including any unique 
features. 

• At home, keep your bike in a secure garage or shed and 
keep the door locked. 
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- DISTRICT COUNCILLOR NOTES - 

As you know Heidi Allen has resigned the conservative whip 
and South Cambs District Council Chief Executive has 
agreed to leave. I hope by the time you read this life will 
have settled back into normality but somehow I doubt it. 
Heidi has proved herself a good all round MP, working to 
help her constituents regardless of their politics. I am sorry 
she has made this decision but I value loyalty and integrity 
more than anything else so I am sure the Conservatives will 
pick themselves up and find another candidate ready for 
any election which may occur. I am also sorry that the South 
Cambs Chief Exec left her post on 1st March, the director of 
housing left last summer, the chief finance director left at 
Christmas and now South Cambs has one director who will 
be acting chief exec until posts are filled. 

Empty property tax - it has been agreed to increase the 
council tax charged by South Cambs for empty properties. If 
the property has been empty for 2 years the council tax will 
be doubled and if the property has been empty 3 years it 
will be trebled in the hope that more houses will be brought 
back into use. There will be exemptions such as prolonged 
probate or tied cottages. 

At the Council meeting in February the budget was 
discussed and accepted by the council. It involved a 
reduction in the reserve from £6million to £1 million and 
the resolve to raise £3 million over three years through 
investment. 

The council has decided to aim to reduce the council's 
carbon footprint to zero by 2030. This will include more 
electric recharge points, reduction in the use of plastic, and 
increased criteria for house building and energy saving 
measures. Air Quality is also a priority so there will be an 
increase in monitoring points to determine key areas to be 
targeted.
